1444  get  degrees;  Alden  cites  need  to  act  in  face  of  doubts 


An  address  by  President  Vernon 
R.  Alden  to  the  largest  graduating 
class  in  the  162-year  history  of  the 
University,  announcement  of  a 
senior  class  gift  of  $20,000  to  be 
pledged  by  1971,  and  perfect  co- 
operation from  the  weatherman 
were  among  highlights  of  the  210th 
Commencement  exercises  June  5 
on  the  College  Green. 

President  Alden  told  1444  grad- 
uates that  the  heritage  bequeathed 
them  by  progress  in  technology  de- 
mands that  they  now  turn  to  the 
development  of  human  initiative, 
"those  functions  with  which  the 
machine  cannot  cope." 

The  President  said  responsibility 
for  the  decisions  on  problems  fac- 


ing them  can  only  be  theirs  be- 
cause "the  answers  of  our  genera- 
tion are  not  those  of  your  genera- 
tion. 

"Responsibility,"  said  Alden,  "is 
the  reality  you  face."  He  warned 
the  students  that  "more  and  more 
you  will  be  forced  to  make  de- 
cisions without  the  benefit  of  pre- 
diction  or  certainty." 

A  Commencement  audience  of 
over  9000  saw  degrees  awarded  to 
the  University's  largest  class.  Six 
doctoral  degrees  were  awarded, 
and  US  students  received  master's 
degrees. 

The  Class  of  1966  announced  a 
gift  of  $20,000  pledged  to  the  Uni- 


versity by  1971.  A  proposal  for  con- 
tinuing contributions  to  the  Class 
of  '66  Fund  drew  additional 
pledges  from  400  seniors.  Terms  of 
the  pledge  .ire  $10  yearly  during 
the  first  five  years  following  gradu- 
ation. 

The  seniors  have  designated  half 
of  the  gift  fund  to  be  deposited  in 
an  investment  portfolio  and  the  re- 
maining half  to  be  used  to  meet 
current  needs  of  the  University. 
Use  of  the  funds  will  be  determined 
by  officers  of  the  Class  of  '66  and 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  The  Ohio 
University  Fund.  Inc.  Announce- 
ment of  the  pledge  was  made  by 
Class  President  Stephen  G.  Vetter.

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Two  outstanding  Ohio  Univer- 
sity alumni  were  recipients  of 
honorary  Doctor  of  Humane  Letter 
degrees  at  Commencement. 

Honored  were  Joseph  Boggs, 
M.D.,  associate  professor  of  pathol- 
ogy at  Northwestern  University, 
and  Dr.  Starke  R.  Hathaway,  pro- 
fessor and  director  of  the  Division 
of  Clinical  Pathology,  Department 
of  Psychiatry'  and  Neurology  at  die 
University  of  Minnesota  Medical 
School. 

In  citing  Dr.  Boggs,  the  Univer- 
sity named  him  "an  outstanding 
teacher  in  the  nation's  most  dis- 
tinguished schools  of  medicine." 

Dr.  Boggs  is  the  director  of  re- 
search at  Children's  Memorial  Hos- 
pital in  Chicago.  He  has  served  as 
a  member  of  the  staff  of  Harvard 
Medical  School  and  as  an  associate 
pathologist  at  the  Peter  Bent  Brig- 
ham  Hospital  in  Boston. 

At  present,  Dr.  Boggs  is  doing 
research  in  the  virology  of  infec- 
tious hepatitis.  He  has  received 
numerous  commendations  for  the 
development  of  an  experimental 
vaccine  for  hepatitis  and  has  been

quoted  widely  on  its  use.  Three 
distinct  viruses  have  been  identi- 
fied by  Dr.  Boggs. 

A  native  of  Bellefontaine,  Ohio, 
he  was  graduated  from  Ohio  Uni- 
versity in  1941  and  received  his 
doctorate  of  medicine  at  Jefferson 
Medical  College.  He  was  awarded 
the  Alumni  Association's  Certificate 
of  Merit  in  1964. 

Dr.  Hathaway  is  a  diplomate  in 
Ohio  University  for  his  "pioneering 
research  in  many  aspects  of  pys- 
chology."  He  was  cited  for  his 
"special  contributions  to  die  study 
of  adolescent  behavior"  which  have 
enabled  his  colleagues  "to  assist 
thousands  of  individuals  in  the 
critical  transition  from  youth  to 
maturity." 

Dr.  Hathaway  is  a  diplomate  in 
clinical  pathology  of  the  American 
Board  of  Examiners  in  Professional 
Psychology.  His  publications  in- 
clude over  sixty  articles  in  pro- 
fessionals journals,  and  he  has  co- 
authored  several  books.  Dr.  Hath- 
away has  done  significant  research 
in  adolescent  personality  and  be- 
havior and  has  received  recognition

from    the   American    Psychological 
Association. 

A  1927  Ohio  University  gradu- 
ate, Dr.  Hathaway  taught  at  die 
University  from  1927  to  1929  and 
joined  the  staff  at  Minnesota  in 
1930.  He  earned  his  master's  de- 
gree at  Ohio  State  University  and 
the  Ph.D.  degree  from  the  Univer- 
sity of  Minnesota. 


Dr.  Edward  Stone,  professor  of 
English,  was  named  recipient  of 
Edwin  L.  and  Rudi  E.  Kennedy 
Distinguished  Professor  Award  at 
the  June  Commencement. 

The  award,  financed  through  the 
Ohio  University  Fund,  Inc.,  was  in- 
augurated by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ken- 
nedy in  1959.  The  Kennedys,  resi- 
dents of  New  Vernon,  N.  J.,  are 
both  Ohio  University  graduates. 

In  granting  the  award,  President 
Vernon  R.  Alden  commended  Dr. 
Stone  for  "his  dedicated  service  to 
higher  education  and  his  outstand- 
ing accomplishments  in  his  chosen

Dr.  Stone,  who  joined  the  Eng- 
lish faculty  in  1956,  holds  a  Ful- 
bright  teaching  grant  for  the  cal- 
endar year,  1966,  at  the  National 
University  of  Mexico.  His  writings 
frequently  appear  in  literary  jour- 
nals, and  he  is  the  author  of  sev- 
eral hooks. 

Before     coming     to     Ohio,     Dr. 


Stone  taught  at  the  University  of 
Virginia,  Georgia  Institute  of  Tech- 
nology. Duke  University  and  New- 
comb  College  in  New  Orleans.  He 
received  his  bachelor's  and  mas- 
ter's degrees  from  the  University 
of  Texas  and  the  Ph.D.  degree 
from  Duke  University. 

Dr.  Stone  is  the  author  of  "Se- 
lected Student  Prose,"  "Incident  at 
Harper's  Ferry,"  "What  Was  Na- 
turalism?" and  "Henry  James: 
Seven   Stories  and  Studies."  He  is

I  In  awards  are  made  on  the  basis 
of  "outstanding  literary,  historical 
in  scientific  achievement,  or  other 
worthy  accomplishments  attaining 
wide  recognition,  with  emphasis  on 
excellence  of  classroom  teaching." 

The  award  includes  a  cash  grant 
and  a  semester's  leave  of  absence 
with  pay.

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1916  to  1966:  a  personal  perspective 

by  Carr  Liggett,  Class  of  1916 
Address  given  at  alumni  luncheon  in  Baker  Center,  June  4,  1966 


It's  no  mere  opinion  that  to  be 
a  grandfather  you  must  have  grand- 
children. I  have  four:  a  girl  of 
thirteen  and  her  3  younger  brothers 
.  .  .  all  in  school,  none  expelled  yet. 
They're  developing  normally,  id 
and  ego.  I  enjoy  the  discussions  I 
I  have  with  them,  though  sometimes 
|  I  wish  the  boys'  knowledge  in- 
eluded  more  than  the  names  of  ball 
players  and  sport  statistics.  But 
when  it  comes  to  time  in  units  of 
years,  my  grandkids  are  loveable 
little  ignoramusses. 

I  told  them  recently  about  this 
50th  anniversary  of  my  Ohio  Uni- 
versity class. 

"That's  crazy,  Grandpa,"  Jimmy 
said.  "Fifty7  years?  .  .  .  Nobody  lives 
that   long." 

"Methuselah  was  over  nine  hun- 
dred," Bobby  said. 

"Are  you  that  old,  Grampa?" 
Scotty  asked  me.  He's  only  seven. 

I  told  him,  no,  that  I  was  still 
under  a  hundred.  When  I  said  my 
class  was  1916,  Bobby  exclaimed, 
"Right  after  the  French  and  Indian 
War.  Did  you  fight  Indians  in 
Athens?  .  .  .  Shawnees  or  Pontiaes?" 
.  .  .  which  disgusted  Jimmy.  "Pon- 
tiaes are  automobiles,  stupid,"  he 
said. 

"Oh,  we  had  some  trouble  with 
one  tribe,"  I  admitted,  "some  semi- 
literate  redskins  from  a  reservation 
on  the  banks  of  the  Miami  [liver 
down  at  Oxford.  They  used  to 
attack  us  in  belligerent  war  parties 
made  up  of  5,  9  and  11  braves." 

"Crandpa's  kidding  you,"  Debbie 
told  the  boys.  "Numbers  like  that 
have  to  be  ball  teams."  ...  I  love 
those  kids,   but   they  don't  under- 


stand the  meaning  of  fifty  years — 
.iiid  I'm  not  sure  I  do  either.  Fifty 
years  stretch  so  far  back  that  on  a 
clear  day  you  cm  see  practically 
nothing. 

Most  fifty  year  reunion  speakers 
claim  their  classes  are  the  greatest 
in  university  history.  They  boast  of 
their  corporation  and  college  presi- 
dents, their  grads  famous  in 
science,  law,  arts  and  education. 
Well,  we  have  our  Who's  Who, 
too — you  can  look  us  up.  And  we 
did  it  without  Phi  Beta  Kappa — 
President  Alston  Ellis  chased  the 
society's  snoopy  officials  off  the 
campus  our  junior  year. 

I'm  told  we  have  243  graduates, 
143  of  them  survivors  of  the  Col- 
lege of  Education  and  Domestic 
Science  lab  cooking;  the  rest  were 
liberal  arts,  science  and  engineer- 
ing characters,  some  of  whom 
helped  beat  Marietta  College  in 
football  occasionally.  (Coach  Banks 
ran  tell  you — he's  here  today.)  .  .  . 
We've  been  rather  durable  —  the 
Alumni  Office  reports  185  of  us  left, 
mostly  in  good  used  car  lot  running 
condition. 

Don't  get  the  idea  that  life  wasn't 
tough  in  our  era.  We  had  campus 
protests,  too.  Our  first  freshman 
week  a  horde  of  male  sophomores, 
not  one  of  them  smart  enough  to 
win-  a  beard,  did  notable  demon- 
strating. But  they  weren't  protest- 
ing the  Spanish-American  War,  the 
U.S.'s  first  job  in  making  the  world 
safe  for  democracy — not  the  Red 
variety.  The)  weren't  demonstrat- 
ing against  compulsory  chapel  dic- 
tated by  tin'  Methodists  who 
bossed  Ohio  University  then  under 


a  concordat  with  the  Presbyterians 
who  bossed  Miami  .  .  .  and  never 
a  word  out  of  the  Supreme  Court. 
Those  Sophomores  weren't  rioting 
for  four-letter  Free  Speech;  nor  for 
permission  to  use  LSD  or  mari- 
juana. They  weren't  even  protest- 
ing the  strict  University  rule  that 
excluded  boys  from  co-eds'  dormi- 
tory rooms  after  midnight .  .  .  What 
bugged  them  was  Freshmen  care- 
less  about  wearing  little  green  and 
white  caps.  We  Frosh  scurried  for 
our  lives  through  the  McGuffey 
Elms,  in  those  days  such  a  forest 
primeval  you  couldn't  see  Howard 
Hall  from  the  Ag  Building. 

I  can't  remember  any  scholar- 
ships in  our  day — we  had  to  earn 
our  own  way  by  waiting  on  each 
others'  tables.  A  few  football  stars 
slept  free  in  the  Gym.  Tuition  cost 
forty-five  real  dollars,  and  no  easy 
payments.  I  had  to  play  pipe  organ 
in  three  local  churches  (not  all  at 
once,  of  course)  so  I  could  pay  my 
frat  dues  of  $4  a  month  and  afford 
to  take  a  girl  to  dances.  We  didn't 
have  the  character-building  temp- 
tation of  liquor;  Athens  was  dryer 
than  a  Hollywood  Oscar  program 
on  TV.  I  do  recall  my  fraternity 
having  a  hard  time  with  a  couple 
of  the  brothers  who  used  to  sneak 
up  to  Xelsonville  to  drink  beer.  As 
you  might  expect,  neither  of  them 
ever  amounted  to  anything. 

In  the  Hocking  Valley  flood  of 
1913  the  river  didn't  damage  any 
of  our  automobiles — we  didn't  have 
any  automobiles.  We  scarcely  had 
any  roads  cither.  Hut  even  without 
cars — and  without  topless  bikinis, 
libidinous    portable    radio    music, 
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sexy  toothpaste  or  the  Watusi — we 
managed  to  fall  in  love.  We  had 
heard  of  sex,  believe  me.  We  even 
knew  about  Freud  .  .  .  but  in  our 
entire  four  campus  years  all  the 
repressed  psychotics  were  over  in 
the  State  asylum,  and  I  remember 
gossip  about  only  one  unpremedi- 
tated wedding  .  .  .  apparently 
some  undergraduate  biological  re- 
search not  assigned  by  Dr. 
Matheny. 

For  all  our  disadvantages,  we 
got  along  .  .  .  though  one  of  us, 
chosen  for  Henry  Ford's  Peace 
Ship  in  1915,  couldn't  get  his  pass- 
port in  time,  so  missed  the  boat, 
and  the  mission  that  might  have 
saved  41/2  million  Americans  from 
war  in  France  was  a  total  failure. 

When  President  John  C.  Baker 
needed  help  with  the  upcoming 
University  Sesqui-Centennial,  the 
alumni  board  picked  three  1916 
presidents  in  a  row.  Grosvenor  Mc- 
Kee  was  re-elected  to  lead  alumni 
planning  for  the  great  celebration. 
For  two  years,  Carr  Liggett  man- 
aged nervously  to  start  such  un- 
likely undertakings  as  the  $150,000 
Alumni  Scholarship  Fund,  which 
later  hit  nearly  half  a  million.  Then 
for  three  years  through  1954,  Rus- 


sell Herrod,  our  class'  only  Uni- 
versity trustee  (don't  sneer — few 
classes  have  had  that  many)  got 
the  great  Alumni  Association  going. 
.  .  .  And  five  members  of  our  class 
have  received  Alumni  Awards  of 
Merit,  which  is  at  least  average. 

If  I  could  find  out  what  our  class 
has  done  the  past  half  century  to 
help  achieve  our  American  high 
standard  of  living  in  what  Voltaire's 
Dr.  Pangloss  called  this  "best  of 
all  possible  worlds,"  I'd  be  glad  to 
tell  you.  We  must  have  had  some- 
thing to  do  with  it. 

I'm  not  thinking  about  such  com- 
mercially profitable  things  as 
Mother's  Day  .  .  .  nor  about  elec- 
tronic computers  whose  tubes  burn 
out  so  they  make  mistakes  like  peo- 
ple .  .  .  like  the  noble  experiment 
of  Prohibition  in  the  Twenties  that 
gave  us  incentive  to  become  a 
nation  of  drinkers  .  .  .  and  I'm  not 
referring  to  our  smoking  more 
eigarets  since  we  learned  that  they 
cause  lung  cancer. 

I  don't  mean  the  incredible  fact 
that  live  Americans  ( and  Russians ) 
are  actually  about  to  ride  missiles 
to  the  moon  .  .  .  nor  birth  control 
about  which  mere  people  seem 
wiser  than  bishops  .  .  .  nor  fluoride, 


good  for  kids'  teeth  if  nature  puts 
it  in  our  spigot  water,  but  a  dan- 
gerous outrage  if  the  water  depart- 
ment does  it. 

Neither  am  I  talking  of  imported 
art  movies  that  cost  us  more  than  1 
Hollywood  films  just  as  bad.  .  .  . 
Nor  of  television's  Peyton  Place, 
Hullabaloo,  Batman  and  thousands 
of  moron-oriented  commercials  that 
elevate  our  cultural  level.  ...  I 
don't  mean  the  mild  socialistic 
humanity  of  our  fumbling  welfare 
efforts  like  social  security,  unem- 
ployment insurance  and  who- 
knows-what  Medicare,  virtually 
forced  on  us  by  the  enormity  of  our 
impersonal  automated  mass  manu- 
facturing and  distributing,  in  which 
individual  humans  get  lost.  .  .  .  And 
I  do  not  refer  to  the  90,000,000 
over -powered  collapsible  motor 
cars  for  which  we've  had  to  build 
wider  streets  and  monstrous  con- 
crete drag-strips  to  make  it  easier 
for  us  to  murder  50,000  of  each 
other  annually,  permanently  crip- 
pling 150,000  more — proving  that 
we  really  are  the  most  remarkable 
dopes  in  recorded  history. 

But  I  am  thinking  about  the 
most  exciting  and  hopeful  years 
this    earth    has    yet    known,    years 
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that  have,  for  one  thing,  estab- 
lished the  American  guts  and  in- 
telligence in  not  shrinking  from 
World  Wars  I  and  II,  from  Korea 
nor  now  Iroin  poor  confused  Viet- 
nam and  the  safety  of  our  fellow- 
men  —  and  ourselves  —  from  im- 
prisonment in  the  vast  unbelievable 
booby  hatches  run  by  obsolete 
varieties  of  political  tyranny  that 
despise  people,  and  prefer  to  learn 
"peaceful  co-existence"  the  hard 
way.  Have  you  noticed  how  the 
powerful  USSR  is  obviously  learn- 
ing? ...  I  salute  our  country,  not 
"right  or  wrong,"  but  with  all  its 
imperfections  and  mistakes,  tor  its 
unique  wisdom  in  forgiving  and 
helping  its  defeated  enemies  back 
to  civilization.  .  .  .  Most  of  us  are 
glad  American  freedom  agrees  with 
Rostand,  who  said  he  was  "too 
great  a  lover  of  peace  to  be  a 
pacifist;"  .  .  .  glad  too  that  our 
liberty  is  tolerant  of  idealistic 
young  peaceniks,  and  of  others  old 
enough  to  know  better,  who  live  in 
a  dream  world,  certainly  not  this 
one,  where  they  would  create  peace 
and  security  from  robbers  and 
assassins  by  the  simple  logic  of 
doing  away  with  policemen. 

\fter  that  patriotic  outburst  I 
planned  to  discuss  three  important 
revolutions  toward  a  freer  and 
better  world  that  have  started  to 
roll  during  our  class'  half  century. 
Hut  it  would  have  taken  me  half 
an  hour  more  than  the  miserly  fif- 
teen minutes  Jack  Gilbert  allotted 
me,  so  you'll  have  to  do  with  quick 
summaries. 

I'm  reminded  of  the  picturesque 
old  non-conformist  friend  of  mine 
whose  biography  I  in  writing  these 
days  .  .  .  and  what  he  said  about 
patriots.  "A  patriot,"  he  said,  "is  a 
fellow  who  loves  his  country  but 
believes  in  liberty,  justice  and  op- 
portunity for  all  his  fellow  citizens 
anyway."  .  .  .  As  such  a  patriot 
myself,  I  cheer  for  the  freedom 
revolution  of  the  non-white  people 
of  the  earth,  especially  those  in  our 
country-   Neither  vou  nor  I  would 


have  stood  lor  the  povert) .  i|  noi 
ance  and  discrimination  American 
Negroes  have  suffered  since  1619 
from  beneficent  white  folk  mostly 
their  moral  il  not  their  cultural 
interiors.  Helped  by  good  whites 
who  have  finally  got  off  their  sanc- 
timonious posteriors  and  fought  for 
civil  lights  laws,  America  marches 
now  up  the  slow  road  toward 
correcting  that  lie  in  the  Star 
Spangled  Banner,  "The  land  ol  the 
free."  .  .  .  The  old  "Happy  Heretic" 
friend  in  my  book  dashed  off  a 
slight  emotional  rhyme  when  Mar- 
tin Luther  King  first  made  Jim 
Crow  eaw  with  alarm  in  Alabama, 
lie  titled  it  .  .  . 

Ebony  &  Alabaster 
God  kidded  the  folk  of 

Birmingham 
When  he  was  epiderming  'em: 

Cave  a  Preacher  man  an  ebony 

hide 
But   made  him  nice  and   white 

inside; 
dare  a  Commissioner  such  a 

black  within 
That  he  dates  on  his  alabastered 

skin! 

I  risk  a  word  about  the  second 
great  revolution  because  news- 
papers and  magazines  are  full  of 
it  lately,  headlining  revival  of 
Nietzsche's  rumor  that  "God  is 
dead."  Some  eminent  philosophers 
have  agreed;  others  say  it's  a  matter 
of  semantics — of  course  God  isn't 
dead,  hut  confidence  certainly  has 
been  shaken  in  the  information 
given  us  about  God.  That  platform 
of  immutable  doctrine  constructed 
by  the  Council  of  Nicaea  in  325 
A.D.  (and  added  to  in  431,  451. 
589,  831,  1439  and  later)  was  un- 
fortunately made  a  Procrustean 
bed  into  which  all  science  and 
scholarship  forever  must  be  fitted. 
Over  the  retarded  centuries  from 
Galileo  to  this  year's  Little  Rock 
school  teacher,  that  Unchangeable 
has  fought  Change  in  knowledge, 
which  now  actually  doubles  every 
two  years — change,  which  Presi- 
dent  Alden  called  "now  a  way  of 


hie  a  I'  w  minutes  ago,  the  one 
thing  science  is  most  certain  of 
.  .  .  Change  is  now  boldly  attacking 
the  Unchangeable.  Those  embar- 
rassing  Dead  Sea  Scrolls;  "inside" 
rebel  theologians  like  Bishop  Pike, 
and  "Objections  to  Roman  Cath- 
olicism," a  1901  book  written  by 
Catholics;  vast  doctrinal  debates  in 
church  councils  that  inch  toward 
the  20th  Century  in  revision  of 
trivia  and  promotion  of  unity  that 
threatens  healthy  religious  plural- 
ism; inability  of  indoctrination  to 
protect  "believers"  when  free- 
minded  periodicals,  TV  and  books 
leap  over  every  wall;  and  the 
frightening  swift  tumescence  of 
juvenile  delinquency,  crime  and 
immorality  on  the  body  politic, 
that  has  brought  disillusioning 
shadows  upon  the  time -honored 
redemptive  formulas  that  claim 
morals  are  learned  only  through 
theology. 

That  irreverent  old  friend  I'm 
writing  about  asked  me  last  year 
it  I  thought  such  sophistical  argu- 
ments as  "child  benefit"  are  ethi- 
cally worthy  of  God  or  his  prophets, 
alive  or  dead.  He  bet  me  the  U.S. 
Supreme  Court  won't  think  so.  .  .  . 
I  don't  dare  tell  you  his  definition 
of  ecumenicalism.  .  .  .  It's  going  to 
be  fascinating  to  watch  this  newly 
powerful  revolution  in  the  battle 
lor  men's  minds  and  freedom. 

In  1957  the  world  went  into  a 
ti//v  when  Sputnik  I  went  into 
orbit  .  .  disrespectfully  ahead  of 
the  USA.  Immediately  we  were 
sure  Communist  education  was  far 
better  than  ours.  We  must  quit 
wasting  time  on  the  humanities, 
arts  and  stuff  like  that;  science  and 
more    science  —  that's    what    we 

needed. 

But  when  the  adrenalin  in  our 
blood  receded,  we  realized  that  the 
Russians  were  specialists  onlv  in 
certain  sciences,  and  in  propa- 
ganda, Olympic  athletics  and 
ballet.  We're  specialists  in  a  hun- 
dred fields.  Well,  you  remember 
how    we  turned  back  toward  basic 
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balanced  American  and  European 
higher  education  .  .  .  and  ran 
smack  into  the  dubious  idea  that 
everybody  had  to  go  to  college. 
Now  we  begin  to  wonder  if  mere 
status  and  money-making  are  valid 
enough  reasons.  ...  In  our  1916 
days  Ohio  University  enrollment 
passed  1,000.  This  year  it  was  over 
20,000. 

Through  141  years  after  Rufus 
Putnam  our  alma  mater  was  suc- 
cessfully led  by  thirteen  able 
scholarly  presidents.  Then  in  1945 
began  the  modern  renaissance  of 
our  "Harvard  on  the  Hocking" 
when  John  Baker  arrived  with  new 
vision,  energy  and  leadership  that 
in  seventeen  years  put  an  ordinary 
university  far  along  the  road  to 
greatness.  None  of  us  doubts  that 
Ohio  University  is  destined  to  be 
still  greater  under  the  wise,  quiet, 
persuasive  guidance  of  Vernon 
Alden.  We  believe  he's  making  it 
a  true  university,  one  that  functions 
in  intellectual  freedom,  serving  no 
special  cause  or  prejudice  but 
Truth  and  Knowledge  ...  a  dis- 
tinguished Socratic  Athens,  the 
antithesis  of  St.  John's  and  Bob 
Jones  Universities;  assembling  a 
fine  faculty  dedicated  to  teaching 
plus  publishing  and  research.  We 
wish  him  good  luck  in  reducing 
the  student  intake  of  the  mercen- 
ary, the  frivolous  and  the  mentally 
indigent,  and  in  coming  reasonably 
close  to  the  miraculous  ideal  of 
personal  relationship  between  fac- 
ulty hundreds  and  young  scholar 
thousands  that  creates  that  rare 
product,  educated  men  and  women. 
.  .  .  "Inspired  by  love,  Guided  by 
Knowledge,"  as  Bertram  Russell 
said. 

The  septuagenarians  of  1916,  re- 
gardless of  angina  and  arthritis  stay 
alive  hopefully  for  the  day  when 
we  can  mention  Ohio  University 
in  New  York,  London  or  Hong 
Kong  and  get  no  answer  about  a 
football  school  in  Columbus  .  .  . 
but  proudly  hear  instead,  "Oh,  yes, 
that  great  Ohio  University  in 
Athens."

A  capsuled  account  of  University  activity  as  reported  by  the  American  Press 


At  a  time  when  most  people  are 
concerned  about  an  escalating  war 
in  South  Viet  Nam,  a  group  of 
Ohio  University  professors  near 
the  battle  front  are  working  to 
escalate  teaching  in  South  Viet 
Nam  schools. 

King  Features,  in  a  one  page 
pictorial  newspaper  supplement 
distributed  nationally,  reported: 

"The  high  school  playground  is 
laced  with  barbed  wire.  Slit 
trenches  and  sandbags  surround 
the  building.  The  blacktop  road 
to  the  school  doubles  as  a  landing 
strip  for  reconnaisance  planes.  This 
is  Thu  Due  in  Viet  Nam,  and  a 
group  of  Ohio  University  profes- 
sors working  at  the  school  realize 
that  they  have  come  a  long  way 
from  Athens  in  the  Buckeye  State. 

"Six  Ohio  educators  have  helped 
the  Universities  of  Saigon  and  Hue 
develop  curricula  which  include 
business,  industrial,  science  and 
home  economics  courses. 

"A  second  team  of  Ohio  Univer- 
sity professors  works  with  teachers 
at  14  secondary  schools.  Although 
volunteers  for  the  Viet  Nam  pro- 
gram are  fully  briefed  on  the 
hazards  they  will  face,  applica- 
tions   outnumber    available    posts. 

"Despite  fighting  a  few  miles 
from  Hue  airport,  the  city  is  con- 
sidered safe  by  the  U.S.  consulate. 
Although  their  families  live  a  two- 
hour  flight  away  in  Kuala  Lumpur, 
Malaysia,  the  educators  are  willing 
to  take  risks  to  contribute  to  South 
Viet  Nam's  future." 


An    alphabet    whose    characters 
resemble  Old  English  may  be  re- 


sponsible for  children  in  South- 
eastern Ohio  learning  to  read  at 
an  earlier  age.  This  observation,  re- 
ported in  the  Athens  Messenger, 
came  after  more  than  125  South- 
eastern Ohio  teachers,  principals 
and  school  supervisors  learned  of 
the  "Initial  Teaching  Alphabet" 
during  a  workshop  held  at  the  Ohio 
University  College  of  Education 
Laboratory  School. 

"  'The  Initial  Teaching  Alphabet 
is  not  a  new  method,  but  a  medium 
devised  in  England  which  prepares 
children  more  rapidly  and  easily 
for  traditional  reading,'  according 
to  Miss  Viola  Nelson,  assistant  pro- 
fessor of  education  and  a  teacher 
at  the  Laboratory   School. 

"  TTA  functions  as  a  starter  and 
is  essentially  a  one-year  first  grade 
program.  It  precedes  the  traditional 
alphabet  but  does  not  replace  it. 
A  child  can  spell  any  word  that  he 
can  say  and  he  also  has  a  great 
deal  of  freedom  in  writing'." 


Grants  and  loans  totaling  more 
than  $7  million  have  been  awarded 
to  Ohio  University.  The  largest  was 
$4  million  approved  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Housing  and  Urban  De- 
velopment to  help  finance  construc- 
tion of  five  residence  halls.  The 
Department  of  Health,  Education 
and  Welfare  awarded  a  grant  of 
$1  million  for  the  construction  of 
Ohio's  new  library.  The  Ohio  State 
Controlling  Board  released  $2.9 
million  and  approved  additional 
funds  of  $84,200  for  construction 
and  design  of  the  library. 


President  Vernon  R.  Alden  has 
been  named  to  the  Small  Business 
Administration's  Advisory  Council 
for  the  State  of  Ohio.  The  appoint- 
ment was  announced  by  John  W. 
Donahey,  Small  Business  Adminis- 
tration Regional  Director. 


The  Ohio  Board  of  Regents  has 
approved  a  doctoral  program  in 
English  language,  literature  and 
linguistics  for  Ohio  University.  Dr. 
Orrin  Frink,  associate  professor  of 
modern  language,  heads  the  new 
program. 


The  former  Sohio  satellite  track- 
ing station,  silent  since  last  Octo- 
ber when  the  company  donated 
the  equipment  to  Ohio  University, 
is  back  in  action,  receiving  electro- 
magnetic signals  from  U.S.  weather 
satellites. 

The  station  has  been  installed  at 
the  University's  Radar  Hill  research 
laboratory  just  outside  Athens.  The 
station  got  its  shakedown  the  last 
week  in  May  on  ESSA  II,  a  U.S. 
environmental  science  service  satel- 
lite selected  for  tracking  because 
it  offered  students  experience  in 
receiving  a  wide  variety  of  signals. 

The  newly-installed  station 
picked  up  ESSA  as  it  rose  above 
the  northern  horizon.  Before  it 
dipped  below  the  southern  horizon 
20  minutes  later,  the  Radar  Hill  in- 
stallations had  recorded  signals  of 
four  weather  pictures,  each  cover- 
ing more  than  one  million  square 
miles. 
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Dr.  Meno  Lovenstein,  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Ohio  State  University 
faculty  since  1946  and  a  nationally 
recognized  economics  professor, 
has  been  named  to  the  Charles  G. 
O'Bleness  Chair  of  Economics. 

Charles  Minelli,  director  of 
bands,  was  guest  conductor  for 
the  annual  music  festival  in  St. 
Louis  sponsored  by  the  Missouri 
Music  Educators  Association. 

James  N.  Westfall,  director  of 
environmental  health,  has  been 
elected  vice-chairman  of  the  En- 
vironmental Health  and  Safety 
Section  of  the  American  College 
Health  Association. 

Dr.  Robert  L.  Daniel,  profes- 
sor of  history,  delivered  the  final 
faculty  lecture  in  the  1965-66  series. 
His  topic:  "Uplifting  the  Be- 
nighted: Cultural  Change  in  the 
Near  East."  Tracing  the  change 
from  a  traditional  society  to  a 
modern  one  in  the  past  150  years, 
Dr.  Daniel  called  the  Near  East 
one  of  the  first  areas  in  which  the 
U.S.   initiated  cultural  change. 

Dr.  Hexryk  Ziomek,  associate 
professor  of  Spanish,  presented  a 
paper  at  the  19th  Foreign  Lan- 
guage Conference  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Kentucky. 

Dr.  H.  D.  Kimmel,  professor  of 
psychology,  presented  a  visiting 
science  lecture  and  conferred  with 
faculty  and  students  at  Central 
State  University  in  Wilberforce. 

Robert  E.  Mahn,  registrar  and 
immediate  past -president  of  the 
American  Association  of  Collegiate 
Registrars  and  Admissions  Officers, 
delivered  the  presidential  address 
and  presided  over  business  sessions 
of  the  AACRAO  national  conven- 
tion in  Phoenix,  Ariz. 

Dr.  William  Paudler,  associate 
professor  of  chemistry,  delivered  a 
paper  at  the  7th  annual  Medicinal 
Chemistry  Symposium  at  the  State 
University  of  New  York  at  Buffalo.

Six  Faculty,  Staff  Members  Retire 


Earl  Seigfred 


Six  Ohio  University  faculty  and 
staff  members  with  a  combined 
total  of  183  years  of  service  retired 
from  the  University  in  July. 

They  were  Dr.  Earl  C.  Seigfred, 
Dean  of  the  College  of  Fine  Arts 
and  professor  of  fine  arts;  Dr. 
Loren  C.  Staats,  professor  of  dra- 
matic art  and  speech;  Vincent 
Jukes,  associate  professor  of  dra- 
matic art  and  speech;  William  H. 
Herbert,  associate  professor  of 
commerce  and  purchasing  agent; 
Catherine  Nelson,  assistant  librar- 
ian, reference  division;  and  Marion 
Kirk,  assistant  catalog  librarian. 

Dr.  Seigfred  came  to  Ohio  Uni- 
versity in  1941  to  become  the  first 
dean  of  the  College  of  Fine  Arts. 
Under  his  leadership,  the  School 
of  Architecture,  Department  of 
Radio  and  Television,  and  the  Fine 
Arts  Visiting  Committee  were  es- 
tablished. He  also  planned  and 
initiated  the  interdisciplinary  Ph.D. 
program  in  fine  arts,  accredited  in 
1963,  the  first  such  program  in  the 
United  States. 


Before  coming  to  Ohio,  Dean 
Seigfred  was  head  of  the  drama 
department  at  Washburn  College, 
Topeka,  Kan.,  a  visiting  professor 
in  the  College  of  Fine  Arts  at 
Syracuse  University  and  head  of 
the  speech  department  at  Missis- 
sippi State  College  for  Women. 

A  graduate  of  Hobart  College, 
Dean  Seigfred  earned  his  M.A. 
degree  at  Columbia  University  and 
was  awarded  his  Ph.D.  by  the 
University  of  Iowa.  He  is  a  mem- 
ber of  Phi  Beta  Kappa  and  is  a 
charter  member  of  the  American 
Educational  Theatre  Association. 

Dr.  Seigfred  and  his  wife,  Ellen, 
both  avid  glass  collectors,  will  con- 
tinue to  make  their  home  in 
Athens. 

Dr.  Staats  was  a  member  of  the 
faculty  for  36  years.  Before  re- 
turning to  his  alma  mater  in  1930, 
he  was  head  of  the  Speech  De- 
partment at  West  Virginia  Wes- 
leyan  University.  He  received  his 
M.A.  degree  from  Ohio  University 


and  his  Ph.D.  degree  from  Ohio 
State  University. 

Former  director  of  intercollegiate 
forensics,  Dr.  Staats  has  long  been 
active  in  both  state  and  national 
speech  organizations  and  is  the  co- 
author of  a  textbook  entitled 
"Speech  for  Everyday  Use."  A 
native  of  Greenfield,  he  is  a  mem- 
ber of  the  American  Association 
of  University  Professors,  the  Na- 
tional Education  Association,  the 
National  Association  of  Teachers 
of  Speech,  and  Theta  Chi  social 
fraternity. 

Dr.  Staats  and  his  wife,  Esther, 
left  Athens  in  August  for  Dayton 
to  become  professor  of  communi- 
cative arts  at  the  University  of 
Dayton  and  chairman  of  the  grad- 
uate program  in  that  department.

He  served  as 
general  chairman  of  the  Univer- 
sity's Sesquicentennial  Committee 
in  1954. 

Jukes  and  his  wife,  Dorothy. 
moved  to  Dayton  in  August  where 
he  will  become  associate  professor 
of  communicative  arts  and  assist- 
ant director  of  broadcasting  at  the 
University  of  Dayton. 

Herbert  served  Ohio  University 
41  years,  as  a  member  of  the 
athletic  coaching  staff  and  as 
purchasing  agent.  He  was  the  Uni- 
versity's first  full-time  track  mentor, 
and  was  named  the  first  full-time 
purchasing  agent  in  1942.

Only  one  school,  Ohio  Univei 
sity,  has  ever  won  the  David  E. 
Reese  Tropin  more  than  once.  The 
Bobcats  have  accomplished  the 
feat  five  times  in  the  eight  years 
the  award,  emblematic  of  athletic 
supremacy  in  the  Mid-American 
Conference,  has  heen  presented. 
Until  this  year,  only  Bowling  Green 
and  Western  Michigan  of  the  other 
si\  schools  in  the  conference  had 
captured  the  tropin'. 

Now  Miami  has  entered  the  elite 
circle.  The  Redskins  used  cham- 
pionships in  basketball  and  cross 
country  and  a  co-championship  in 
football  to  nip  second-place  Bowl- 
ing Green  by  4V2  points.  Western 
Michigan  trailed  Miami  by  only 
five  points,  but  there  was  a  spread 
of  14  points  between  the  'Skins  and 
our  fourth-place  Bobcats. 
BASEBALL 

1965-66  just  wasn't  the  year  for 
Bobcat  athletic  fortunes.  Only  one 
sport,  swimming,  managed  to  cop 
a  conference  crown.  Coach  Bob 
Wren's  defending  champion  dia- 
mondmen  went  into  the  final  series 
of  the  season  against  Western 
Michigan  needing  only  a  victory 
to  clinch  a  second  straight  title. 
The  Broncos  swept  both  games  and 


the  Wrenmen  finished  second, 
Coach  Kermit  Blosser's  golfers 
slipped  to  fourth  in  the  MAC 
tourney  at  Toledo,  the  lowest 
standing  lor  the  'Cats  since  1948. 
Coach  Carroll  Widdoes'  netmen 
finished  in  a  tie  for  sixth  place  in 
the  conference,  but  did  post  an 
improved  5-10-1  season  mark. 
Coach  Stan  Huntsman's  track  team 
slipped  to  sixth  after  a  third  place 
finish  in  last  year's  MAC  meet. 

Spring  rains  kept  the  baseball 
team  from  playing  10  games  and 
also  played  havoc  with  golf  and 
tennis  schedules.  Going  into  the 
final  series  with  the  Broncos  the 
Wrenmen  had  captured  15  straight 
and  looked  like  sure  bets  to  win 
their  third  straight  conference 
championship.  Western  came  into 
Athens  with  one  league  loss,  that 
to  Marshall  early  in  the  season.  A 
loss  on  Friday  would  have  ended 
all  hopes  for  the  Broncos. 

Coach  Wren  went  with  his  top 
hurler,  righthander  Tom  Murphy. 
The  junior  righthander  from  Euclid 
was  6-0  for  the  year  and  16-0  over 
a  two-year  varsity  span.  Ohio 
jumped  out  to  a  1-0  lead  on  sopho- 
more left  -  fielder  Billy  Murphy's 
home  run  over  tin-  left  field  fence 


in  the  third.  They  held  that  margin 
until  Western  tied  it  in  the  sixth. 
The  visitors  pushed  across  three 
more  in  the  seventh  to  drive  Mur- 
phy from  the  mound.  The  big  blow 
was  a  long  homer  by  catcher  Bruce 
Hales.  The  4-1  Western  win  put 
both  trams  in  a  virtual  tie. 

S,iiiuda\'s  contest,  played  before 
i  jam  packed  crowd  in  hot,  muggy 
weather,  saw  the  Broncos  push 
across  three  quick  tallies  in  the 
third  and  drive  starting  righthandi  i 
Jerry  McConnell  to  the  showers. 
Western  added  two  more  in  the 
sixth  before  the  rains  came  and 
the  game  was  held-up  for  over  an 
hour.  When  play  resumed,  Western 
scored  one  more  to  make  it  6-0. 
Another  run  in  the  eighth  made  the 
final  score  read  7-0.  Ohio  could 
manage  only  three  scratch  singles 
in  going  down  to  only  its  fourth 
loss  in  20  games.  Five  seniors  fin- 
ished their  careers  with  an  overall 
64-11-1  record  in  three  years  of 
varsity  competition. 

Senior  captain  Bob  Willet  (Cin- 
cinnati Beading)  captured  several 
individual  post-season  honors.  The 
hard-hitting  third  baseman,  drafted 
by  the  New  York  Mets,  was  named 
to  the  All-America  first  team,  the 
NCAA  District  Four  first  team,  the 
MAC  first  team,  Ohio  University's 
Whlete  of  the  Year  and  the  Most 
Valuable  Player.  Willet  finished  the 
season  with  a  .473  batting  mark, 
enough    to    lead    the    country    and 
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also  break  the  Ohio  record,  .467, 
set  by  Lamar  Jacobs  in  1958.  Bob 
also  led  the  'Cats  in  hits  with  35, 
RBI's  19,  total  bases  51,  doubles  9 
and  stolen  bases  11. 

GOLF 

The  collapse  of  Coach  Blosser's 
golfers  was  unexpected.  Some  in- 
dication as  to  the  power  of  eventual 
champion  Marshall  was  noted 
earlier  when  the  Big  Green  won 
the  Denison  Invitational,  but  Ohio's 
fourth  place  finish  at  Toledo  in  the 
MAC  was  a  shock  to  all.  The 
sophomore  studded  lineup  had 
carded  an  18-4-1  season  record, 
with  Jim  Nordstrom  (Ashland) 
leading  the  way  with  a  76.0 
average. 

Another  Ashland  sophomore, 
Dave  Deever,  recorded  Ohio's  low 
score  in  the  MAC,  a  77-77-154. 
Nordstrom  added  a  158  and  Dav- 


ton  senior  Garay  Goecke  tallied  a 
159.  All  other  scores  were  in  the 
160's.  The  Bobcats  have  now  won 
13  of  the  last  16  MAC  champion- 
ships and  with  this  year's  experi- 
ence should  be  a  contender  again 
next  year. 

TENNIS 

The  tennis  team,  sophomore 
dominated,  finished  in  a  tie  with 
Kent  State.  Host  Toledo  captured 
an  unbelieveable  25  of  26  matches 
to  win  the  conference  title  in  a 
walkaway.  Chillicothe  sophomore 
Mike  Hamm,  Ohio's  leading  player 
all  year  long,  advanced  to  the  No. 
3  singles  finals  before  losing. 

Hamm  was  the  lone  Bobcat  to 
record  a  winning  record — 13-8 — 
during  the  regular  season.  He  also 
teamed  up  with  Zanesville  junior 
Bob  McCutcheon  to  post  a  5-7 
doubles  record. 


TRACK 

Coach  Huntsman's  thinclads  fin- 
ished sixth  with  17  points,  well 
behind  winning  Western  Michigan 
with  69.  Sophomore  middle  dis- 
tance runner  John  Tillman  from 
Akron  captured  a  third  place  in 
880  yard  run  and  fourth  in  the 
mile  run.  He  later  made  impres- 
sive showings  in  the  NCAA  meet 
at  Indiana  University  in  June. 
Marietta  junior  Roger  Pape  took  a 
third  in  the  440  yard  high  hurdles 
and  Athens  sophomore  Phil  Rose 
high  jumped  6-4. 

Huntsman  is  anxiously  awaiting 
next  spring  when  he  will  have  the 
services  of  sophomores-to-be 
Emmett  Taylor  and  Don  Fish. 
Taylor  ran  a  47.2  in  the  440  and 
a  6.2  in  the  60  yard  dash.  Fish  has 
tossed  the  javelin  an  impressive 
214-7.  Both  are  expected  to  boost 
Bobcat  chances  next  season.

Dr.  Merendino,  '36,  Leads  Busy  Life 

As  Head  of  Surgery  at  U.  of  Washington 

While  must  doctors  find  difficult)  enough  in  keeping  up  with 
their  patients.  Dr.  K.  Alvin  Merendino,  '36,  is  not  only  an  active 
surgeon  but  a  school  administrator  as  well  and   serves  on   several 

national  medical  committees. 

In  a  letter  to  Dr.  Rush  Elliott,  Dr.  Merendino,  chairman  of  the 
Department  of  Surgery  in  the  School  of  Medicine  at  the  University 
of  Washington,  lias  described  some  of  the  details  of  his  extremely 
busy  life.  With  the  help  of  administrative  assistants.  Dr.  Merendino 
says,  he  is  able  "to  be  a  very  active  surgeon  and  to  participate  at 
the  national  level  On  several  items  which  are  ol  considerable  interest." 
On  the  National  Board  of  Examiners,  he  goes  on  to  say,  he  is  part 
of  a  team  of  six  surgeons  who  construct  the  surgical  examination 
for  medical  students  completing  their  fourth  year  of  medical  school. 
He  comments  on  the  National  Boards  as  having  become  most  im- 
portant as  a  state  licensing  agency. 

His  past  activities  with  the  Federal  Government  have  included  a 
four-year  stint  on  the  Surgery  Study  Section  to  which  all  applications 
for  research  monies  in  the  field  of  surgery  are  reviewed.  This,  he 
says,  has  a  powerful  influence  on  the  direction  of  surgical  research 
in  the  country.  At  present,  he  serves  on  "a  Training  Crant  Com- 
mittee charged  with  the  responsibility  of  evaluating  requests  for 
training  programs  in  the  field  of  heart.  This,  of  course,  encompasses 
not  only  surgery,  but  medical,  biochemical,  biomedical  and  other 
aspects  of  training." 

Another  interesting  duty  that  he  mentions  is  being  on  the 
Advisory  Committee  for  Public  Health  Hospitals  and  Clinics,  which 
gives  him  the  opportunity  to  visit  all  kinds  of  health  facilities  involved 
in  the  care  of  the  native  "whether  it  be  in  Alaska  or  the  South- 
western United  States,  the  Leper  Colony  at  Carville,  Louisiana, 
Federal  Prisons,  the  Narcotic  Hospital  at  Lexington,  Kentucky,  etc." 
He  adds,  "Participation  of  consultants  from  civilian  lives,  such  as 
myself,  is  the  American  way  of  doing  things." 

Dr.  Merendino.  who  graduated  summa  cum  laude  from  Ohio 
University,  received  his  M.D.  from  Yale  in  1940,  and  his  Ph.D.  from 
the  University  of  Minnesota  in  1946.  He  received  scholarships  at  both 
Ohio  and  Yale  Universities,  belonged  to  Phi  Beta  Kappa  at  Ohio 
and  Sigma  Xi  at  Minnesota.  At  the  University  ol  Minnesota,  where 
he  started  as  a  Medical  Fellow  in  the  Department  of  Surgery  in 
1941,  he  became  a  faculty  member  of  the  Graduate  School.

Richard  Shetler's  jobs  usually  have  something  to  do  with  ele- 
vation. Formerly  a  vice  president  of  General  Electric,  and  General 
Manager  of  General  Electric's  command  System  Division  in  Daytona 
Beach,  Fla. — where  his  prime  concern  was  the  \pollo  Support  De- 
partment for  the  U.S.  Manned  lunar  mission — the  1943  Alumnus  lias 
been  elected  president  of  the  new  G.E.-Time  unit  which  will  be 
known  as  the  General  Learning  Corporation.  General  Learning  will 
create  and  market  educational  materials,  systems  ami  services  in  the 
United  States  and  abroad.  Mr.  Shetler,  who  will  leave  General  Elec- 
tric to  assume  his  new  duties,  will  serve  as  chief  operating  officer 
of  the  new  firm.

Evidence  of  Shetler's  interest  in  education  was  his  plan,  with 
General  Electric,  to  create  a  "space  university"  in  the  Daytona  Beach 
.ne  i  \t  the  time  he  stated  that  graduate  level  training  was  much 
needed  and  was  being  pursued  by  fifty  percent  ot  the  personnel  there. 

Shetler,  who  was  presented  the  \lumni  Association's  Certificate 
nl  Merit  in  1959,  is  married  to  die  former  Edith  Jane  Bartlett,  '13.
